From Russia Direct.—The brig Czar- 


inna, Capt. Dwyer, arrived at Boston 
on Monday from Cronstadt, whence 
she sailed on the 19th of May and from 
Elsineurthe 1st of June. 


Capt. Dwyer reports that very little 


v.'as published at St. Petersburg rela- 
tive to the Polish war, but that it was 
generally acknowledged that the Rus- 
sians had lost 80,000 men since the 
commencement of the campaign, and 
that the Emperor calculated to sustain 
a loss of 200.000 men in the final sub- 
jugation of Poland. 


A t Elsineur it was currently reported 


that the Poles, aided by Lithuanian in- 
surgents, had cut oft" the supplies for 
the Russian army, and Gen. Diebitsch 
•would be obliged 10 enter the Prussian 
dominions, and that Wilna was in pos- 
session of the insurgents. 


The last paragraph corroborates the 


account published on our 3d page, that 
the Russian commander was moving 
towards the Prussian border.

it is said, that when an account reach-

the whole city. 
The factory was of 


wood, and was surrounded by frame 
buildings, all of which were soon on 
fire, and so rapid was its progress that, 
before, the inhabitants, on the o/wo«7e 
side of Eldridge-street could collect 
their children, the houses were on fire, 
and they were obliged to fly from the 
premises without any clothing.

Three young 


children, viz: John, aged three years, 
James,aged 6 years, and Susan, a^ed 8 
years, are bv this providence left w i t h - 
out an earthly protector.

for Savannah and Liverpool, b u t who 
for two or three years, has bee:, more 
a burden to this family than a support.

Extract of (i letter from /i/r. Hcrrey, an 


Jlnierican Missionary. 


It has been for several weeks past 


q u i t e sickly in Calcutta. 
I n t e r m i t t e n t 


and 
bilious feveis, the cholera, £<c. 


have swept into eternity 1500, or 2000 
souls a w e e k ! 
Native and European 


residents are more affected t h a n stran- 
gers. 
Cart loads of dead bodies in 


coarse rough boxes, are often seen pas- 
sing along the streets to be thrown in- 
to the 1 loot* ly. 


Europeans bury their dead. 
Natives 


of the higher castes burn theirs ; those 
of the lower castes, who are too poor 
to be at the expense of burning theirs, 
throw them into the river, with all such 
as have lost their ca.ste. 


In coming up the river T saw several 


corpses floating on the surface of the 
water, upon one of which 4 or 5 crows 
were feasting. 
The city is almost lit- 


erally alive w i t h crows, kites, and a 
lar.^e kind of birds called Adjutants, 
and at night Jnckalls venture into town. 
These are all the scavengers of the city. 
It is ag.-ainst !he law to kill any of the 
birds; and if I mistake not. Jack-alls 
have legal protection. 
Hence they all 


become very tame. 
Crows o P e n ^ t L a i 


meat from the Cook houses and from 
children's hands. 1 he Jarkall is much 
like a fox, but considerably larger — 
Thev t^o in droves and scream and hal- 
loo almost exactly like noisy children 
just let out of school.

dark as a N-gro's. but nearly. But the 
Gospel, w h i c h alone can elevate them,
